This is in response to your 9th April 1991 letter. 

Regarding the Supplemental Information Disclosure 
Statement filed in the U.S. case on October 29, 1990, the 
Examiner did not consider the two French patents 2 , 338,559 
and 2,084,043 during prosecution. The other references 
identified on the EPG Search Report had previously been 
considered or had been considered through a corresponding 
application. In our view, the French references do not 
present or raise a significant question of validity 
regarding the allowed claims. Therefore, we did not pursue 
having the U.S. Examiner consider them.
